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History of the College 

Fort Hays Kansas State College, founded in 
1902, marked its 65th birthday in June. The 
institution is a tax-supported liberal and applied 
arts college, established and maintained by the 
state to serve the people of Kansas, and particu- 
larly the youth of Central and Western Kansas. 

Fort Hays Military Reservation, established in 
1867 shortly after the Civil War, was abandoned 
by the United State government in 1889. For 
the next 1 1 years, a proposal for wise use of the 
fand was repeatedly presented to Congress by 
far-seeing residents of the area. In 1900 the gov- 
ernment enacted legislation granting the land to 
the State of Kansas for three designated pur- 
poses : as a state college, as an agricultural ex- 
periment station and as a state park. All are 
now in existence on the land. 

The college opened June 23, 1902, with 34 
students, two faculty members and 19 courses. 
For Iwo years the college held its sessions in two 
old Fort Hays buildings on the fort grounds. 

The institution has grown steadily to its pres- 
ent enrollment of an estimated 5,365 students, 
with more than 800 courses and about 250 fac- 
ulty members. This growth is further reflected 
in a steady building program that includes such 
recent construction as the new library, Malloy 
Hafl, the new speech and music center; comple- 
tion of a six-story women's residence that houses 
some 600 coeds; an addition to Albertson Hall, 
the science building; new maintenance buildings; 
a new men's dormitory; and new married student 
housing. Complete remodeling of parts of sev- 
eral campus structures has taken place, and a 
new power plant is under construction. 

The campus is located immediately to the 
southwest of the city limits of Hays, on Big 
Creek, which wanders through the campus. 
The campus proper consists of about 80 acres, 
while all of the college land totals 4,160 acres. 

Fort Hays State reflects the community and 
the area in blending new and old, tradition and 
progress, while serving as the educational and 
cultural center of Western Kansas.

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Athletic Facilities 


In addition to Lewis Field Stadium, home of 
the football and track teams, Fort Hays State has 
other varied athletic facilities. 

Sheridan Coliseum, built in 1915, houses the 
basketball and gymnastics facilities, in addition 
to the physical education offices and the K-Club 
trophy room. Home wrestling meets are held 
at the coliseum, although the mafmen work out 
in a wrestling practice room at Lewis Field Sta- 
dium, 

Sheridan Coliseum also includes a swimming 
pool which is used for phys ed swimming classes, 
FHS has not had a competitive swimming team 
for several years as the present facilities are not 
adequate for competition. 

Another gymnasium building, known as 
"men's gym/' t$ used for physical education 
classes and some intramural competition. Lo- 
cated south of the coliseum, it was moved from 
Walker Air Force Base in 1947. 

The college tennis courts, eight in number, 
are located south of the coliseum. Solid fences 
have been added to two courts, giving some 
wind protection. The courts are lighted for night 
play. 

The college golfers use the nine-hole course 
at Fort Hays Country Club for their meets. It is 
located southwest of Hays on highway 40 bypass 
The golf course is also the site of home cross 
country meets. 

FHS baseball games are played at Larks Park, 
the city baseball park at East Fourth and Oak.

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Athletic Program 

A well-rounded athletic program spanning 
the entire nine-month school term is offered at 
Fort Hays State, with at least two sports under 
way almost continuously throughout the year. 

In the fall, the football team and cross country 
runners compete in both conference and non- 
conference competition. The cross country squad 
is also a top competitor each year in the NAIA 
national championship race. 

Basketball, wrestling and gymnastics are of- 
fered through the winter months. The basket- 
ball squad competes In conference and NAIA 
competition. The conference does not offer 
wrestling and gymnastics activity, so the Tiger 
teams must maintain non-league schedules In 
those sports. The wrestling squad enters the 
NAIA national meet each year. The gymnastics 
team, being one of the few small-college gym 
squads in the area, regularly competes with 
major universities and In the NAIA meet. 

Spring sports include track and field, golf, 
baseball and tennis, and all compete in confer- 
ence meets. The track and golf teams have been 
frequent NAIA meet competitors. 

The college fielded its second baseball team 
in 43 years last spring. 

The college's well organized intramural pro- 
gram includes touch football, basketball, volley- 
ball, softball, track and field, swimming, bowl- 
ing, tennis, golf, badminton, table tennis and 
horseshoes.

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Press Facilities 

PRESSBOX: The main pressbox includes ade- 
quate facilities for press and radio. It is located 
atop the east stadium. Included are two enclos- 
ed radio booths; one is used by KAYS for each 
heme game. The main press room is used by 
the working press, publicity personnel of the 
competing schools, statisticians and the public 
address and scoreboard personnel. Another 
targe enclosed box is commonly called the 
"President's Box" and is used by college officials; 
it is not available for press or scout use. 

SCOUTS AND CAMERAMEN: A new box was 

constructed in 1962 atop the west stadium. It is 
divided, half for movie cameramen and half for 
visiting scouts. The new box is white; the main 
pressbox is native stone. 

PRESSBOX PASSES; These are required for 
everyone seeking admission to either box— press, 
radio, cameramen, scouts, publicity personnel, 
etc* Write the sports information director, pref- 
erably at least a week in advance to allow time 
for mailing. Late requests will be filled when 
possible; passes In those cases will be left at the 
ticket window. NOTE: The scout for the next 
Tiger opponent will be given preference; others 
will be seated if room Is available. 

RADiO: Radio stations wishing to broad- 

cast a Tiger game must make their own arrange- 
ments with Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. in 
Hays. Also contact the sports information direc- 
tor at FH$ to determine available facilities and 
io assure receiving press services. 

FILING: A telephone Is available in the main 
pressbox; another is located elsewhere in the 
stadium. Phones at Martin Allen Hall on the 
campus may be used after the game. Any news- 
paper desiring Western Union service must make 
Its own arrangements by contacting the Hays 
Western Union office, 116 W. 11th. 

SERVICES: Although the sports information 
service at FH$ does not control all phases of the 
pressbox operation, we will do our best to serve 
you in any way. Before game: Programs, line- 
ups, number changes, flip cards, cumulative sta- 
tistics for season, etc. During game: Detailed 
play-by-play sheets as each page is completed, 
team statistics and individual leaders at halftime. 
After game (as soon as possible): Final statistics 
and scoring summary.

Cade Suran, bas- 
ketball coach at Fori 
Hays State for 20 
years, became athletic 
director in January, 

1965. He relinquish- 
ed his coaching duties 
at the end of the 1964-65 basketball season, 

Suran succeeded the late Paul "Busch" Gross, 
who served as athletic director for more than 34 
years before his death in December, 1964, 

Cade's early months in the new position were 
active ones, as evidenced by two major changes 
In the FHS athletic policy: The addition of base- 
ball to the alhletic program and the sale of sea- 
son reserved seats in football 

As basketball coach, Suran guided his 19 
Tiger teams to 264 victories and only 151 losses. 
That span included only four losing seasons, and 
one of those (1957-58) came when Suran was 
on leave due to ill health. 

His teams won CIC championships in 1950, 
1959, 1962 and 1963 and copped the NA1A Dis- 
trict 10 titles in 1959, 1962 and 1963. They 
competed in the 32-team NASA Tournament of 
Champions those same three years, earning 
fourth-place honors in 1959 and 1963. 

Before coming to FHS in 1946, Suran coached 
in high schools at Harlan, Downs and Welling- 
ton. He spends part of his summers as an Insur- 
ance adjuster and has farming interests in Cen- 
tral Kansas. He is also in demand as a banquet 
speaker and a square dance caller. 

Cade also served as tennis coach last spring.

Prior to coming to FHS, he coached for six 
years at College of Emporia, where his teams 
compiled a record of 39 victories, 12 losses and 
a single tie. His C of E teams were undefeated 
in regular season play in 1951, 1953, 1954 and 
1955, and McConnell was named Little All* 
American Coach of the Year by the Rockne 
Foundation in 1953. 

At FHS, his 1 1 teams have compiled a rec- 
ord of 44 victories, 50 losses and four ties. Last 
year's team was his most successful, charting a 
7-2-0 mark . His 1957, 1958 and 1961 teams 
finished right on the .500 mark, the record in 
1964 was 5-4, the record in 1965 was 6-3 and 
in 1962 it was 6-2-1 . 

Mac earned his bachelor's degree at Wash- 
burn University In 1934 and was a social welfare 
worker in Topeka until 1941, when he entered 
the Army for Two years. 

Following the service stint, he taught and 
coached in high schools at Effingham (three 
years), Gaylord (one year), Downs (two years) 
and Manhattan (one year) before moving to C of 
E. His coaching record after 24 seasons stands 
at 113 victories, 74 defeats and seven ties. 

Wayne earned his master's at Emporia State 
in 1954 and is an associate professor of physical 
education on the FHS faculty.

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The Season Outlook 


"With a fine group of 21 returning lettermen 
and several area players that transferred to FHS, 
our prospects for the fall are better than aver- 
age," says FHS Football Coach Wayne J, McCon- 
nell* 

Most of the Tigers' 21 lettermen played on 
last year's co-championship team which compiled 
a 7-2-0 season record, FHS tied Pittsburg State 
for the CIC crown with a 3-1 conference mark. 

McConnell says the biggest problem will be 
replacing quarterback Bob Johnson, an honor- 
able mention NAIA All-American and honorable 
mention Associated Press Little All-American, 
who virtually rewrote the Tiger record books. 
The Tigers have only one experienced signal- 
caller returning. 

Leo Hayden, a two-year letterman at quarter- 
back, suffered a broken ankle in spring drills 
and is a question mark for this fall. If Hayden's 
ankle fails to respond, the quarterback duties will 
be in the hands of sophomore Kurt Seimers and 
transfer John Covington. 

Offensively, with the exception of quarter- 
back, the Tigers appear to be solid. Rich Drei- 
ling, a two-time All-CIC first- team selection, re- 
turns to his fullback spot where he led the con- 
ference in rushing last year with 898 yards. 

Ron Goates, a KU transfer and former Hays 
High standout, is expected to be the Tigers' 
number one halfback this fall. Charley Myers, a 
second-team All-CIC selection, returns to his cen- 
ter position for the Tigers. 

Defensively, the Tigers return such stand- 
outs as Bud Estes, second-team All-CIC guard; 
linebacker Terry Claycamp, last year's leader on 
the Tiger defensive charts; and Dennis Bean, de- 
fensive middle guard who missed last season due 
to injuries after earning honorable mention NAIA 
All-American honors in 1965, 

McConnell feels that the Tigers have some 
problems but adds that they all look solvable.

"With the return of quarterback Marlin Bris- 
coe and a fine group of football players, I feel 
that Omaha will be the team to beat for the CIC 
title/' says Fort Hays State head football mentor 
Wayne J. McConnell. 

The Indians at OU return 28 lettermen from 
a team that posted a 1-9 record last season. 
However, with Briscoe returning, after missing 
last season with a neck injury, the Indians are 
expecting an almost complete reversal of last 
year's performance, 

McConnell says that Pittsburg State would 
have to be considered a title-contender. The 
Gorillas return 22 lettermen, most of whom 
played on Iasi year's co-championship ream. New 
coach Tom Lester will be out to duplicate last 
year's 3-1 CIC mark and 7-2 season slate, 

McConnell looks for Emporia State to be im- 
proved and rates Washburn University as a dark 
horse. The Hornets return 24 lettermen and 
have picked up a handful of outstanding trans- 
fers and should be considerably better. 

At Washburn University, new coach Bill 
Schaake returns only 16 lettermen from a team 
that finished with a 2-7 mark last year. How- 
ever, the Ichabods would have to rate a dark 
horse with several returning squadmen. For 
Fort Hays State prospects, read page 29.
